ELEMEJYTAR Y CO URSJS. 

A thorough knowledge of the branches taught in common 
schools, as required by law, including higher arithmetic and 
higher grammar; also, 

Physical Geogbaphy, as much as found in Warren's; and 
Mathematical, as much as found in Smith's. 

Etymology. — Prefixes and suffixes, as found in ordinary text- 
books; scientific terms of the studies of the course; Grim's 
laws, Max Muller's principles, and Trench's study of words. 

Geometky. — Plane and solid Geometry, including the meas- 
urement of the surface, the volume, the prism, the pyramid, 
the cylinder, the cone and the sphere. 

Algebba. — As found in elementary text-books. 

Book Keeping. — Single entry, as found in ordinary text- 
books, with a knowledge of the use of checks, notes, drafts, &c. 

Physiology. — As found in the larger common school text- 
books. 

Natubal Philosophy. — As found in the ordinary text-books, 
with use of apparatus. 

Botany ob Geology. — As found in ordinary text-books. 

History United States and Constitution. — As in ordinary 
text-books. 

Penmanship. — To be able to teach and explain some approved 
system. 

Drawing. — Two books of Bartholomew's drawing boobs, and 
sketch upon the blackboard, objects from nature and art. 

Vocal Music. — Principles as found in ordinary text-books, 
and attendance upon daily exercises for at least one-third of a 
year. 

The Theoby of Teaching embraces three things, namely: 

1st. A knowledge of the mental and moral powers, and the 
methods of training them. 
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2d. A knowledge of the methods of teaching the different 
branches of study. 

3d. A knowledge of the methods of organizing and managing 
public schools. 

The Practice op Teaching includes forty-five minutes daily 
practice in the Model School, and two meetings each week for 
the discussion of the practice of teaching. 

The Theobt op Teaching must be commenced the second 
half of the junior year, and continued during the entire course.

— Lady pupils may be permitted to substi- 
tute for Spherical Trigonometry, Analytical Geometry, Calcu- 
lus and the Mathematical parts of Natural Philosophy and As- 
tronomy, an equivalent amount of Latin, French or German. 

School Yeab. — Shall consist of forty-two weeks. 

At Examination, a paper stating that- the candidates have 
completed the course of study for Normal Schools, have taught 
the required time in the Model School, and have been exam- 
ined and approved by the faculty, shall be presented to the 
board of examiners. 

Recommendation. — The pupils of the Normal School are 
recommended to study the Latin, French, and especially the 
German language, as far as practicable.

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CLASSES. 

Classes are formed in the school outside of the regular course 
somewhat according to the wants of the students; but classes 
beginning with the school year, usually continue from one term 
to another without change. 

It is recommended that those purposing to graduate in the 
Elementary or Scientific course should pursue Latin or the Mod- 
ern Languages at least one year. 

The books used in German are Woodbury's Method, Soden's 
Reader, Works of Goethe, and others. 

In French, Fasipielle's French Course, French Eeader, 
French, Dialogues, Corinne, Piccola. The course embraces 
more in Modern Languages. 

It is very desirable to form all classes in the languages the 
first term of the school year, and that those commencing any 
language should continue at least one year. 

EXAMIJVA TIOJVS. 

The examinations for graduation are conducted by the Fac- 
ulty of the School, and by a Board of examiners. 

The Faculty first examine the candidates, and if found qual- 
ified they refer them to the Board. 

The Board of Examiners consist of siich Principals of the 
State Normal Schools as may be designated by the Superin- 
tendent of Common Schools; and the examinations are to be 
conducted in the presence of the State Superintendent, and the 
County Superintendents of the Normal School District in 
which the school is located. 

A thesis upon some educational subject will be required as a 
part of the examination.

TO STUDENTS AND GKADUATES. 

By a recent Act of the Legislature, the following appropria- 
tions are made by the State to Normal Students and Graduates : 

1. Each Student over seventeen years of age, who shall sign a 
paper declaring his intent ion to teach in the Common Schools of 
the State, shall receive the sum of fifty cents per week towards 
defraying the expenses of tuition and boarding. 

2. Each Student over seventeen years of age, who was disabled 
in the military or naval service of the United States, or of Penn- 
sylvania, or whose father /us/ It is life in said service, and who 
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shall sign an agreement as above, shall receive the sum of one 
dollar, per week. 

3. Each student who upon graduating shall sign an agree- 
ment to teach in the Common (Schools of the State two full 
years, shall receive the sum of fifty dollabs. 

4. Any student to secure these benefits must attend the School 
at least one term of twelve consecutive weeks. These benefits 
are to be deducted from regular expenses of board and tuition. 

DIPLOMAS. 

A student graduating in the Elementary Course, will receive 
a diploma, in which will be named the branches he has studied, 
and by which he will be constituted Bachelor or the Ele- 
ments; the Diplomas of those graduating in the Scientific and 
Classical Courses, will enumerate the distinctive branches of 
these Courses, and constitute their holders, respectively, Bach- 
eloks of the Sciences, and Bachelors of the Classics. 

Regular graduates who have continued their studies for two 
years, and who have practiced their profession during two full 
annual terms in the Common Schools of the State, and who 
have presented to the Faculty and Board of Examiners, a cer- 
tificate of good moral character and skill in the Art of Teach- 
ing from the Board or Boards of Directors in whose employ 
they taught, countersigned by the proper County Superintend- 
ent, may receive second Diplomas, constituting them Masters 
in the several studies embraced in the Course in which they 
graduated, and conferring upon them corresponding profes- 
sional degrees, as follows: 

Teachers of Elementary Didactics. 

Teachers of Scientific Didactics. 

Teachers of Classical Didactics. 

The Normal School law makes it the duty of the authorities 
of the Normal Schools to grant Diplomas or State Certificates 
to actual Teachers in Common Schools, without their having 
attended the Normal Schools as students. The following are 
the conditions upon which these Diplomas will be granted: 

1. Each applicant must be 21 years of age, of good moral 
character, and have taught successfully during three consecu- 
tive terms in a common school or in common schools in this 
State; the proof of age to be the declaration on honor of the 
applicant; and of moral character, and the satisfactory dis- 
charge of the requisite terms of teaching, a certificate from the 
proper Board or Boards of Directors, signed by the President 
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and Secretary and countersigned by the proper County Super- 
intendent or Superintendents. 

2. The examinations to be in the Elementary, Scientific, or 
Classical Course, as the applicant may select, according to the 
list of studies as printed in the circulars of the State Normal 
Schools, and approved by the Superintendent of Common 
Schools, or in such other studies as may by the Board of Exam- 
iners be deemed equivalent. 

3. Any person obtaining a certificate in the Elementary or 
Scientific Course, may, at the next or any succeeding annual 
examination, be examined for the higher course, and obtain the 
proper certificate. 

4. Each applicant to prepare and present to the Board of 
Examiners an original thesis on some professional subject, of 
not less than six folio pages of manuscript, to be retained at 
the school where the examination takes place. 

5. The examination and certificate to be without expense to 
the applicant, and the certificate to be full evidence of qualifi- 
cation to teach the branches therein named, in any part of the 
State, without further examination. 

G. Practical teachers attending examinations at State Normal 
Schools, for the purpose of procuring State Certificates, should 
be examined separately from the regular students, and both the 
Board of Examiners and the Faculty of the school at which 
the examination is held should take part in the examination, 
all being required to sign the certificate. 

All the Diplomas are authorized and furnished by the State, 
and exempt those who hold them from any further examination 
by authorities acting under the provisions of our Common 
School laws. 

APPLICATION FOB, TEACHERS. 

Many Principals of Academies and Seminaries, and Direct- 
ors of Common Schools apply to us for Teachers. We are al- 
ways glad when we can answer such requests by furnishing 
good teachers, but we are better able to do so near the close of 
each term. Our friends must not suppose, however, that nil 
persons who attend our school for three to six months are made 
good teachers. 

We hold ourselves responsible only for graduates.

Students' Booms are furnished with Stoves, Chairs, Tables, 
Stands. Pails. Bedsteads, Mattresses, Pillows and one Comfort- 
able. 

Students boarding in the building furnish their lamps, mir- 
rors, wash-bowl and pitchers, napkins, towels, pillowslips, sheets 
and one comfortable, which, together with all clothing, should 
be distinctly marked with the full name. 

All bills (except music, drawing and painting bills, which are 
settled with the Professors of the respective departments,) must 
1 le settled with Prof. Chas. H. Veeeill, who acts in behalf of 
the Trustees, to whom all applications for rooms, or admission 
to the school should be made. 
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Reguations. 

1. — Students entering are requested to register their names 
and pay one half of the Term bill; the balance at the middle 
of the Term. 

2. — Every student is requested, on entering, to give the Prin- 
cipal information in regard to the following particulars: Wheth- 
er lie designs fitting 'himself for a Teacher; what length of 
time he designs remaining in the Institution, and whether lie 
desires to pursue the regular course for Graduation. 

3. — Students who have never been employed as Teachers, are 
requested, before presenting themselves to County Superin- 
tendents for examination, to make known their intention to 
the Principal. 

4. — Students boarding in the building are requested to pro- 
vide themselves with slippers. 

5. — The hours regularly assigned to study are to be faithful- 
ly devoted to the preparation of the exercises required. 

6. — All students arc requested to attend the morning and eve- 
ning Chapel exercises ; the evening Chapel exercises however 
are voluntary on the part of those who do not board in the 
building. 

7. — The study hours during the year are as follows: A. M., 
8 to 12; P. M., 2 to 4 1 .;, and from Evening Chapel (7 o'clock) 
till 9%. The retiring hour is 9 :? 4 in the evening. 

8. — No verbal excuses arc received for absences from Chapel 
exercises or from any class exercises; but cards of excuse will 
be granted by the proper authority where satisfactory reasons 
air given. These cards should be obtained before the absence 
when practicable. All students connected with the institution, 
whether boarding in the building, in clubs or private families, 
wishing to leave town, are requested to obtain a, card from the 
Principal, stating the time they are to be absent. These cards 
are to be given to the Registrar. 

9. — Each student will be held accountable for any di iturb- 
ance or damage in his room. 

10. — After rooms are assigned no changes must lie made 
either in Term time, or at its close, except by permission from 
the Principal. 

11. — Students will not visit the dining room, at any other 
time than meal time, the wash room, or the music rooms, 
without permission. 
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12. — Students are kindly requested not to leave the tables 
during meals except for good reasons, and then only by per- 
mission from ladies sitting at the head of the table. 

13. — Students inviting friends to meals should always give 
notice of the fact that seats may be provided for them. 

14. — Students can enter at any time, provided they remain 
at least a full term, though it is earnestly recommended that 
they commence with the opening of the terms. 

15. — Students wishing books for use in daily recitations, or 
wishing to pay bills, are requested to attend to this business at 
the close of the P. M. session of school. 

Discipline. 

This Normal School is intended to be a self-governing insti- 
tution. The persons to whom it claims to offer decided ad- 
vantages, must of necessity be those who well understand what 
is requisite in order that the largest return may be received by 
them for their outlay of time and money. If any, through in- 
advertency, should give evidence that they had mistaken the 
school in this respect, there would be no hesitancy in granting 
them a perpetual furlough. 

Text Books. 

The most of the books used in the Institution are rented to 
the pupils. 

Text Books used: Robinson's and Greenleaf s Arithmetics; 
Greenleaf's Geometry and Trigonometry; Kerl's and Brown's 
Grammars; Shaw and Allen's Comprehensive Geography; War- 
ren's Physical Geography; Hitchcock's Physiology; Quacken- 
bos' Composition and Rhetoric; Lossing's Histories; Wells' Nat- 
ural Philosophy; Steele's Chemistry; Steele's Astronomy; 
Gray's Botanies; Agassiz's Zoology; Wells' Geology; Upham's 
Mental Philosophy; Wilson's General History; Shaw's English 
Literature; Greenleaf's and Robinson's Algebra; Alden's Sci- 
ence of Government; Townsend's Civil Government; Wood- 
bury's Method with German; Fasquelle's French Course; Hark- 
ness' Latin Grammar and Reader; Frieze's Virgil. 

Many other books are used for reference. Copies of all the 
modern, and very many of the older text books, are constantly 
kept within reach of the pupils. Classes are frequently drilled 
for a time in different books from the ordinary course. As I'm' 
as possible principles and not books are taught. 

It is recommended that students take with them whatever 
Text Books they have. 
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Musical Department. 

The object of this department is to furnish a solid Musical 
education, in all its branches, practical and theoretical, to those 
desirous of fitting themselves for the profession, cither as teach- 
ers or performers. 

Societies. 

The "Normal Literary" and the "Athensean" meet every Sat- 
urday evening for Literary improvement. 
The members are of both sexes. 

LOCATON. 

Mansfield is a borough of some six hundred inhabitants, sit- 
uated on the Corning and Blossburg Railroad, thirty miles 
from the former place. It is easy of access from all points. 
From the Southern part of the State by the Philadelphia and 
Elmira Railroad to Troy, from which place a daily line of stages 
runs over the remaining distance of sixteen miles. Or by 
going' through Elmira, the whole distance may be traveled by 
railroad. The difference in time and expense is slight. In ei- 
ther case students leaving Philadelphia in the morning arrive 
here at 10:30 A. M. , (if the next day, stopping over night at 
Troy or Corning. Expenses through about ten dollars. 

The surrounding country is scarcely surpassed in the beauty 
of its scenery, and the quiet "Valley of the Tioga" presents an 
inexhaustible fund of knowledge in its Botanical and Geologi- 
cal resources. 

Buildings and Fixtures. 

The building is of brick, one hundred and fifty feet in length, 
by fifty feet in width. The main building is five, and the wings 
four stories high, including the story of sky-lights. The rooms 
for students are large, with extra height of ceiling, and white- 
washed or papered. 

The building in its arrangement possesses conveniences and 
comforts seldom found. 

The grounds about the buildings have been somewhat exten- 
sively ornamented with trees and shrubbery during the past 
few years. 

The cost of the buildings and grounds is about thirty-six 
thousand dollars. 

The building is now furnished with furniture of the most ap- 
proved style, together with an extensive collection of maps, 
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charts, and. works of reference. The Chemical and Philoso- 
phical apparatus, which is now quite large, will receive addi- 
tions, such as may be needed to make it all that oould lie de- 
sired in an institution of this character. 

To keep pace with the improvements in education, a Gym- 
nasium has been erected. A valuable apparatus for the heavier 
and lighter exercises has already been secured. 

General Remarks. 

The Trustees are much gratified in being able to state to the 
public, in this their Annual Catalogue, that the success 
of the Institution, under its present management, has exceed- 
ed their most sanguine expectations. 

The demand upon the school for rooms, calls in the most ur- 
gent manner for more buildings. It is hoped that the way 
may be opened ere long for making the needed additions. A 
building of equal size with the one now occupied is required to 
meet the wants. 

The boarding hall is so arranged that students are grouped 
in families of ten or twelve at the tables. This grouping is 
made with distinct reference to the cultivation of social habits, 
and the rules and usages of good society. Each, table has an 
equal number of each sex alternately seated around it. By 
this arrangement, very many of those rude and unrefined hab- 
its so often met with in boarding halls are done away with, and 
better ones substituted. 

As in the home circle the association of brother and sister is 
beneficial, so in the school-room the co-education of ladies and 
gentlemen is deemed naturally beneficial; and we have invari- 
ably found, that the good sense of both, when under proper 
restraint and regulation, lias developed a social intercourse 
which has been productive of a greater growth in mental and 
moral culture. The sexes when together are always under the 
supervision of teachers. 

The three churches of the place furnish opportunities for re- 
ligious worship on the Sabbath, and each student is required 
to attend some place of worship at least once during the Sab- 
bath, unless for special reasons he may be excused. Among 
the other religious privileges of the school, are the Sabbath 
Morning Bible Classes and Sabbath Evening Prayer Meeting. 
Students are cordially invited to attend them. Much good, it 
is hoped, has been done by these instrumentalities.

But for reasons given in his letter 
of resignation, among which was his impaired state of health, 
consequent upon thirty years uninterrupted labor as a Teacher, 
he felt it impossible for him to remain. 

The Trustees, at a meeting held June 4, 1869, unanimously 
adopted the following : 

Resolved, That we accept the resignation of Prof. F. A. Allen, 
tendered Feb. 18, and we express that this formal acceptance 
has been delayed, with the anticipation that some arrangement 
might be made to retain him as Principal of the school, and this, 
of itself, indicates our appreciation of his services.
